2 . If nol, to what relief is the workman entitled ? 
2 . When the matter came up for hearing before me to -day, the parties stated 
that they have amicably settled the dispute and produced a memorandum of 
settlement, copy appended herewith . The dispute relates to a workman named 
Ghainman Mahato . He suffered an accident on 3rd December 1962 and was 
admitted to hospital. He received some injury on the eye. He was discharged 
from hospital in Junie 1963 with a recommendation that he would be given light 
job on surface only as he was not considered fit for underground job . The 
management contended that they created a special job for him pending disposal 
of his claim for compensation and he worked as an Explosive carrier on the sur 


Act and thereupon the employers discontinued him from service . Thus gave rise 
to the present reference. 

3. Under the terms oỉ settlement, the management have agreed to pay the 
workman concerned a further şum of Rs. 900 in full and final settlement of all 
his claims and the union have agreed not to press for his reinstatement. In my 
opinion , the compromise is fair and reasonable . I therefore accept it .

Today ( 2nd June 1965 ) the parties filed a compromise petition dated 2nd 
June 1965 duly signed by the representatives of the respective parties to the 
dispute and prayed that an award in terms of it be made . 

4 . According to the agrcement the workmen concerned shall rcport for work 
in Jamuria 5 and 6 Pits in the same capacity of Machine Mazdoors as in Bhutgoria 
Colliery without prejudice to their wages and other conditions of service , and the 
workmen will report to the Manager of the said Colliery by the 14th June 1965 . 
The period from the 9th April , 1963 , to the date of resumption of work at Jamuria 
5 and 6 Pits will be treated as leave without pay and without any hreak in the 
continuity of their service under the Company. The management further agreed 
to provide for the present non - family quarters to the said workmen at the above 
place of transfer and also allowed them to retain their family quarters at 
Bhutgoria Colliery pending provision of family quarters at Jamuria 5 and 6 Pits 
Colliery . The parties agreed to bear their own costs of these proceedings . 

5 . I have read and considered the terms of the compromise and am satisfied 
that they are fair and reasonable and in the interest of the parties, and, therefore , 
I accept the same and record the compromise . 
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6 . The aforesaid compromise is marked Annexure A and an award in terms 
of it, as prayed for by the parties , is made and this compromise is made a part 
of it . 

7. This is the award which I make and submit to the Government of India , 
under Section 15 of the Act .
